Corpus C hristi, Tex., Nov 27.—“Ed­ 
ucation in a Democracy" is the great 
central them e for the thirty-seventh 
annual convention of the Texas T each­ 
e rs’ Association, to be held in this 
city on November 25, 26 and 27. 
Sec­ 
retary T. D. Brooks of Hillsboro has 
arranged for the operation of special 
trains out of Dallas, Tyler and San 
Antonio, and under this plan, and with 
attractive low rates prevailing, he be­ 
lieves th at no less than 2,000 and 
possibly 3,000 teachers will attend the 
three days sessions.

As ordinarily used the term “rural 
cred its” m ay be said to include all 
m eans by which capital is extended 
and made available to farm ers for 
the 
developm ent 
and 
operation 
of 
th eir farms. 
Long-time loans in Euro­ 
pean countries usually run from pc 
Hods of from ten to seventy-five years, 
with an average of perhaps of not 
less 
than 
thirty-five 
years. 
These 
long-term loans are practically alw ays 
payable on the “am ortization” plan. 
which m eans simply th at the interest 
(seldom more than 4 or 5 per cent 
per annum ) and a sm all percentage 
of the principal of the debt are paid 
in sm all equal annual or sem i-anm 'at 
Installment?!. 
As an illustration, a 
loon of $1,000 for sixteen years at 6 
per cent by the am ortization plan 
would be repayable at the rate of $100 
annually, which would be sufficient 
in sixteen years to pay the interest 
and entirely repay the loan.

loan of $100. w ith in terest at 6 nor 
cent, may he entirely repaid, includ­ 
ing Interest, In nineteen years by 
nineteen annual paym entsof $9 each. 
Next to am ortization, “debenture" is 
one of the most common term s used

W hen so used, the word m eans simply 
a bond secured by the assets of Hie 
issuing company, the assets in this 
case being chiefly in the form of farm 
m ortgages held by the lending asso­ 
ciation, com pany or governm ent, as 
the case may be.—The Progressive 
Farm er.

At a joint meeting of the ^district 
and the county school trustees in Sep­ 
tember, a resolution was passed set­ 
ting apart Friday, November 26, as 
School 
House 
Day 
throughout 
the 
county. 
It was recommended that 
on this day the whole people of each 
community meet at their school house 
and join with teachers and pupils in 
carrying out such a program as would 
tend to increase interest in the school 
and 
build 
up 
the 
community. 
In 
adopting this idea of a School House 
Day our trustees are but following 
the example of the more progressive 
counties of the State. 
The plan has 
already been tried in many counties 
and with gratifying results. 
The success of any popular move 
ment depends, in the first place, upon 
the number who become interested 
Ju st to get the whole people of a 
community together on any occasion 
is quite an achievement. 
It is to be 
hoped that the local trutees and the 
patrons of each school will co-operate 
with the teachers and students in 
getting as large a representation out 
as possible. 
If possible, every family 
in the community should be repre 
Rented, 
A program appropriate to the day 
will admit of great variety; but every­ 
thing done should tend definitely to­ 
ward one result—the improvement of 
th e school and the strengthening of 
community spirit. There may be brief 
literary exercises, a debate, a spell­ 
ing match, short them es on topics of 
local interest, etc. 
Athletic contests 
may be introduced, for these will at­ 
tract some who might not otherwise 
he interetsed. 
A part of the program 
should bear in a very practical way 
upon the solution of the problems 
facing the community. 
Short talks 
may be made along lines definitely 
determined beforehand, 
lf Mr. B. is 
called on to "make us a short talk on

Next Year’s Cotton Seed— Anthracnose. „or cotton boll rot, has infected all cotton sted 
grows east of a line running from Wichita Falls south through Ulan, Austin Bastrop 
and Bay City. 
All fan n ers east of that line should plow under or cut and burn a 
cot­ 


ton stalks and get seed for next year’s planting from points west of that line. 
To p ant 


infected seed will m ean disaster to the crop next spring and sum m er. 
An opportunity 
for profitable cooperation is presented to fanners on both Bides of the line, 
rhosc^on 


the infected side should get together, combine their orders and buy seek in bulk. 
Farmers in the non-infested area should unite and seek a m arket for their surplus seed.
